Recently, while retting up to 
rkl myself of a bad cold I fin­ 
ally got around to reading the 
tiiatory of Herodotus. This an­ 
cient writer gives many interest­ 
ing inalghts into human nature 
and unfolds many an Intriguing 
atory 
He tells of a ruler who. every 
fear for 11 consecutive years, in­ 
vaded the territory of the Mile- 
aians when the crops were ripe, 
“marching to the music of pipes, 
harps 
and 
treble 
and 
tenor 
oboes.” He did not destroy the 
houses because he wanted the 
Milesians to have a place to live 
*o he could come back and plun­ 
der them next year! 
Thales of Miletus predicted an 
eclipse to the very day 
Appar­ 
ently nobody believed his proph­ 
ecy as two armies were in the 
midst of battles when darkness 
suddenly covered the earth. They 
quit firm ing and made peaoel 
On 
another 
occasion, 
tw o 
armies were facing each other 
and one of the leaders said that 
there was no reason for thous­ 
ands to die; why not select 300 
men from each side and let them 
fight it out? This made sense to 
the opposing commander and it 
was done. Only drawback was, 
after the 600 had finished fight­ 
ing (all but three were killed), 
the leaders disagreed as to who 
had won, so the armies fought, 
anyway.

empire 
was the greatest of its day, con­ 
sidered 
telling 
lies 
more 
dis- 
praeeful than anything else. A 
worshipper could not pray for 
iny personal or private Wewing 
'but only for the king and for

»art ” Herodotu also tells us, of 
he Persians, “Themselves they 
xmsider in every way superior 
o everyone else in the world and 
diow other nations a share of 
rood qualities decreasing aooord- 
ng to distance, the further off 
>etng. in their view, the worst” 
Cyrus 
the 
Great 
captured 
Croesus, the richest ruler in the 
eorld. and the fallen king be- 
ame a trusted adviser. He once 
emarked to Cyrus, “In peace, 
ons bury fathers; but in war, 
athers bury sons.’* 
And Cyrus on one occasion de- 
la red, “Soft countries breed soft 
'Ten; it is not the property of 
Jiy one soil to produce fine fruits 
nd good soldiers, too.”

Fall Cattle Movement 
Under Way Early? 
PORT WORTH — Numbers of 
I cattle and calves being moved 
in the Southwest indicate that 
• the Pall movement is underway 
from 30 to 90 days ahead of nor­ 
mal shipping dates, in the opin­ 
ion of many observers at Fort 
j Worth this week 
Rail car movements of cattle 
I out of principal grass areas lend 
strength to this belief, and the 
¡runs at Fart Worth’s Stockyards 
In the past few weeks have been 
well ahead of the same interval 
last year. 
The situation is not limited to 
Texas alone. Conditions in the 
Flint Hills of Kansas and the 
Osage of Oklahoma recently have 
led to some еаПу movement out 
of those sections. Unless condi­ 
tions change abruptly the gen­ 
eral exodus from those areas will 
be under way at least a month 
ahead of normal shipping dates, 
Dry conditions are blamed for 
the situation and all observers 
agree that to avert serious price 
breaks 
the 
livestock 
producers 
will have to stay in close touch 
and avoid excessive bunching of 
shipments. 
One im portant meeting along 
this line will be held in Fort 
Worth this week when represen­ 
tatives of the market agencies 
and others on the market will 
get together and try to work out
